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ON THE LAST DAY. 
LIVES CRUSHED OUT 
ON A MEXICAN ROAD 


^ATAL 
ACCIDENT OCCURRED 
THIS MORNING. 


Passenger Train On the Inter-Oceanic 
Line Was Wrecked and Three Peo­ 
ple 
Killed While Sixteen Were 
Hurt—Further Details of the Fall 
River Horror. 
Jaiapa, Mexico, June 15.—A pas­ 
senger train ou 
the Inter-Oceanic 
railway was derailed this morning and 
three people were killed and sixteen 
w ounded. 


F all River, Mass., June 15.—The 
catastrophe th a t has visited this city 
since the 
G ranite mill fire occurred 
yesterday a t the Langley harness shop, 
a four-story building on Coney street. 
A new boiler exploded in the basem ent 
of the building, blowing out the entire 
end of the structure and allowing the 
upper floors to settle into a m ass of 
ruins. 
About forty-five people were a t work 
In the shop, which at once took Are. 
T he flames communicated 
with 
the 
m in s and began to burn briskly. The 
firemen rushed to the scene and exerted 
heroic efforts in their endeavor to rescue 
th e imprisoned people. Ambulance calls 
were sent out hurriedly, and every phy­ 
sician who could be reached was sent 
a t once to the scene. 
At 9:30 the fire 
had been quenched but it was still smol­ 
dering and the work of rescuing went on 
w ith great difficulty. 
Most of the employes were women. 
A girl of the name of Jalbert and her 
sister-in-law who worked side by side 
on the third floor also escaped, one un­ 
h u rt and the other with slight bruises. 
T he Jalbert girl says there was a terri­ 
ble report followed by a shock; the roof 
seemed to lift and then fall, completely 
dem olishing the whole building. 
She 
and her sister-in-law were thrown into 
the middle of the road. The latter was 
badly cut about the face and arms. 
The list of the dead:

The injured: 
B arry, Thomas, skull fractured and

Duroches, M attie, bruises and burns; fa­ 
tally. 
The shock broke in the windows of the 
Stafford mill and injured some of the 
operatives. The harness shop is a total 
wreck. The S tar Music hall was made 
'■a morgue, where Medical Exam iner Do­ 
lan and a corps of physicians were In­ 
stalled. The engine was situated in the 
northw est corner of the building and 
w as of fifty horse power. Engineer Le­ 
page is under arrest. 


UNION VETERANS MEET. 


feathering at Caldwell, Ohio, Marred by 
Some Discontent. 
Caldwell, Ohio, June 15.—Union vet­ 
erans of 
the civil 
w ar representing 
every state In the Union are assem ­ 
bled here for the purpose of participat­ 
ing in the tw enty-first annual national 
soldiers’ reunion. 
It is thought, how­ 
ever, th at the attendance would have 
been larger but for the fact th at many 
objected to the purpose of the gather­ 
ing as stated in the official call. The 
following is the clause to which excep­ 
tion was taken: “Every state shall send 
as many delegates as it deems proper, 
b u t no state shall have more or less than 
tw o votes in the convention, to the end 
th a t every state may have equal power 
to decide how th e soldier vote of the 
union shall be case in 1896. This is the 
g reat and only object of the gathering— 
the crystallization and solidification of 
the soldier vote.” 
The publication of the call was the 
signal for a storm of protest. It was 
m aintained that action of this kind on 
th e p art of the veterans would do more 
barm than good to any cause in which 
* th e y were interested. 


TALKS FOR SILVER. 


bimetallist Addresses the Conservative 
Association of Belgium. 
Brussels, June 15.—M. Alphonse Al­ 
la rd , who was a delegate from Belgium 
to the international m onetary confer­ 
ence of 1892, in an addresso to the con­ 
servative association asserted th at the 
protective policy of Belgium is the re­ 
sult of the currency difficulty, which he 
declared has divided the world into hos­ 
tile cam ps and developed changes ab­ 
solutely opposed to the interests of the 
gold countries and in favor of the silver 
currency nations. 
M. Allard also saki 
th a t the fall in the prices of commodi­ 
ties is not due to overproduction, but 
to the scarcity of money caused by the 
demonetization of silver in 1873.

The bank failed 
in July, 1893, and it was charged th at 
the cashier was cognizant of the de- j 
pressed condition of the resources of the 
institution without notifying the stock­ 
holders of the fact. The verdict of ac­ 
quittal is generally approved.

T R A D E IS ON T H E 
BOOM 
AGAIN | 


Cheering Reports Are Sent Out By Dunn A 
Company’s Agency. 


New York. June 15.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
W eekly Review of Trade says: 
“It is no longer a question whether 
business improves. Not for a long time 
have our reports from all parts of the 
country been so uniform ly favorable. 
The daily average of bank clearings in 
June is 24.8 per cent larger than last 
year, though 11.4 per cent less than in 
1892. 
The most potent influence has 
been ths receipt of more favorable ad­ 
vices regarding growing crops. Labor 
troubles are getting out of the way; 
wages in many establishm ents are ris­ 
ing, and, with the iron industry ju st 
now leading, there is general improve­ 
ment in m anufactures. M onetary con­ 
dition also helps. The time draw s near 
when, with good crops, 
exports will 
bring gold hither, and though foreign 
operations In stocks and bonds have 
been insignificant chis week, the effect 
of the previous transaations has not 
been exhausted. 
“Much diminished receipts of money 
from the interior indicate better employ­ 
ment in business and especially a t the 
W est, the volume of commercial loans 
steadily rises and is now fair for this 
season, even in a good year. W estern 
receipts for two weeks of June were 
3,116,680 bushels of wheat, against 3,001,- 
202 last year, while A tlantic exports, 
flour Included, were only 2,364,847 bush­ 
els, against 4,630,227 last year. Effects 
of the rise In prices were seen in the of­ 
ficial report of May exports, showing a 
decrease of 1,000,000 bushels from A t­ 
lantic, but aq increase of 2,000,000 from 
Pacific in exports. The price was re­ 
duced 2% in trading. Corn also declined 
about Ic, with better reports of growth. 
“The official statem ent of 14.8 decrease 
Un cotton acreage was quickly found, in 
view of revised governm ent estim ates 
for last year, to mean more than 20,- 
000,000 acres now growing cotton, which 
much exceeds the best unofficial esti­ 
mates, and from an area no greater over 
9,000.000 bales were produced in 1891, so 
th at the report gave no aid to prophets 
of evil. T hat some reduction would bo 
well for the south is clear, but the heavy 
present surplus will cover a larger loss 
than seems probable. C ottonm anufao 
turers look for a speedy settlem ent of la­ 
bor troubles and find a moderate de­ 
mand for low, and medium, and heavy 
weight goods, while some of the cheap­ 
er lines of spring goods 
have been 
opened with encouraging results, but as 
to better trade there is still great uncer­ 
tainty about prices. The anthracite coal 
trade does not m aintain the improve­ 
ment recently reported, and with palpa­ 
ble overproduction, bad faith being 
charged again, the price has declined 25 
cents. The coke producers about Con­ 
nellsville have not yet made open decla­ 
ration of their new compact, but con­ 
tracts are being made at $1,35 for the 
last half year, with provisions for ad­ 
vance if wages rise. 
“Failures for the last week have been 
241 In the United States, against 232 last 
year, and 24 in Canada, against 40 last 
year.” 


TO WATCH FOR FILIBUSTERS. 


Raleigh Salle from New York to Patrol 
the Florida Coast. 
W ashington, June 15.—The 
Raleigh 
sailed from New York last evening for 
Key West. T hat point will be her head­ 
quarters, and she will patrol the Florida 
coast with her launches and boats to 
prevent Cuban filibustering expeditions. 
It is expected th at the Raleigh will re­ 
main on that station for a month, and 
if a t the end of th at time it is still 
thought necessary to have a warship to 
assist in preventing filibustering expe­ 
ditions it is expected th at another vessel 
will be sent to relieve her, as owing to 
the extrem e hot w eather it would be se­ 
vere service to keep one ship in Florida 
w aters constantly. 


Scheme of Silver Democrats. 
Memphis, Tenn., June 15.—The move­ 
ment inaugurated by prominent Dem­ 
ocrats for the form ation of a silver or­ 
ganization within the lines of the Dem­ 
ocratic party is believed to be a step of 
the greatest importance in the cam­ 
paign on the currency question. Sena­ 
tors H arris and Jones, in interviews, 
adm it th a t it Is the purpose of 
the 
league to secure control of the national 
Democratic convention by attending to 
all prim aries and nam ing the delegates. 
They insist, however, th at the league is 
strictly a Democratic organisation. 


Chinch bugs Leave Wheat for Corn. 
Vlrginia^Ill., June 15.—An unexpected 
turn in crop conditions in Cass county 
has occurred which threatens the en­ 
tire destruction of the corn crop. The 
w heat harvest is in full blast and the 
chinch bugs are leaving the wheat In 
stubble fields in enormous quantities 
and making a wholesale onslaught up­ 
on the corr.. The wheat yield is very 
light and of poor quality. Oats is at­ 
mos a total failure. Pastures are about 
all dried up, as there has been no rain 
for the past eight weeks. The drought 
Is unprecedented in this section of the 
state. 


Torpedo Boat I* Fast. 
New London, 
Conn., June 15.—The 
torpedo boat Ericsson ran twenty-five 
miles on Long Island sound yesterday. 
H er engines and machinery worked ad­ 
mirably. 
She is said to have made a 
speed averaging twenty-five miles an 
hour. It is believed she will easily win 
a premium when she has her trial run. 


France Counts on Bassia. 
Pqris, June 15.—The Gaulois professes 
to 
believe th at Russia will support 
France in Egypt in return for her as­ 
sistance rendered to Russia by France 
in the China-Japanese protest. It is al­ 
so believed th at President Faure will 
accept the invitation to be present at 
the coronation of the czar of Moscow. 


Gall Hamilton Improving. 
W ashington, June 15.—Representative 
H itt is still confined to his bed. There 
was no m arked change in his condition. 
Miss Abigail Dodge continues to im­ 
prove. She is able to take more nour­ 
ishment than formerly. 
It Is thought 
that if the improvement continues she 
may be able to be removed to her home 
in Salem, Mass., within a week or ten 
days. 


FREEDOM IS CERTAIN 
THE CUBANS CLAIM 


SPIRITED PROCLAMATION 
BY 
REVOLUTIONISTS. 


Claim Made That the Deliverance of 
the Island From Spanish Domina­ 
tion is Already Assured—Two More 
Provinces Are in Revolt—Victory 
For Insurgents. 


Tam pa, Fla., June 15.—The following 
proclamation, translated, from the revo­ 
lutionary committee of H avana, has 
been received from Cuba: 
"To the Cuban People: Maximo Go­ 
mez is in command with 2,000 men. The 
Marquis of Santa Lucia, w ith the cry 
of “Cuba Libre,” has joined him with 
1,500 men. 
Twenty of the most noted 
gentlemen of Puerto Principe accom­ 
pany the worthy son 
of Camaguey. 
There is no hope for Spain. 
Remldos 
has protected the landing of Rololf and 
his 280 men. 
He brings m unitions of 
w ar and 10,000 pounds of dynamite. The 
landing of Yero and Seraphln Sanches 
is confirmed. They bring American py­ 
rotechnics. 
Santa Spirlte has already 
seven armed bands. 
General Maceo, 
with his 6,000 Macheteros, is destroying 
and burning everything he finds in his 
way. 
Liberal Spaniards have nothing 
to fear. Lives and property will be re­ 
spected while assistance is not rendered 
to the government. 
“The autonom ist party says th at in­ 
surrection in arm s is necessary to force 
the government to 
favor autonomy. 
Shame to these false patriots who live 
on miserable bread th at the despot 
throws to them! Soldiers from Mahon, 
a Spanish province, have gone over to 
the insurgents' ranks. 
The daily ex­ 
penses of Spaniards run up to $175,000. 
Martinez Campos has lost already IO,- 
OOO men. 
Soldiers die of fever in tbs 
streets of the city of Manzlllo. Fam ine 
spreads through the province of Cuba. 
In Baraco and G uantanam o there are 
18,000 insurgents in arms. 
. “Liberal Spaniards, the sons of Rlngo 
and Pinto, are here for liberty. To arm s 
and down with the m etropolitan gov­ 
ernm ent and 
tyranny! 
H urrah 
for 
Maximo Gomez!” 
Cuban advices received here are to 
the effect that 11,000 Spanish troops will 
land at Neuvitas, in the northern coast 
of Cuba, today, being the second In­ 
stallm ent of troops dispatched to Cam­ 
pos by the home government. 
News by steam er is th at the prov­ 
inces of Sigua and Glbara joined the 
revolution on the lith and 12th inst., 
respectively. The volunteers have been 
ordered out, under the leadership of vet­ 
erans. 
The volunteers refuse to re­ 
spond unless under their own leaders. 
The majority of Marco Garcia’s guer­ 
rillas of Santo Spirite have deserted to 
the insurgents. Reports are tbftt Maceo 
is in full possession of the seaport near 
Manzanillo; that he cleared.two ships 
of sugar loading for the United States 
last week. 


Victory for Caban Insurgents. 
Key West, Fla., June 15.—A dispatch 
received here from Cuba says the en­ 
gagem ent between the Spanish forces 
and the Cuban rebels near the city of 
Moron resulted in a victory for the in­ 
surgents and that they captured the 
town. The loss on each side was small. 
F arther advices state that the govern­ 
ment officials in Cuba will m aintain a 
strict censorship over all telegram s and 
letters. 


Filibusterers Reach Caba. 
New York, June 15.—A special from 
H avana, Cuba, says: “Inform ation has 
Just reached here to the effect that the 
Cuban filibustering expedition on the 
tug George W. Childs, under command 
of Gen. Carlos Roloff and Gen. Sarafln 
Sanchez, which slipped away from the 
Florida coast Thursday, has landed the 
party, with arm s and munitions of w ar 
at a point near Aguadores, in the pro­ 
vince of Santiago de Cuba.” 


TWO YEARS FOR TAYLOR. 


Defaulting Treasurer of 8onth Dakota 
to Bo Leniently Treated. 
Sioux Falls, S. D., June 15.—An agree­ 
ment bas been reached between friends 
of absconding Treasurer Taylor and At­ 
torney General Crawford whereby T a i­ 
lor will return a t once. The agreement 
is that Taylor will return to Pierre 
Tuesday next and surrender. He will 
pay over all money he has on hand, 
am ounting to $45,000, and also personal 
property which is to be appraised at a 
liberal valuation. Taylor will then plead 
guilty and Judge Gally has agreed 
to 
call a special term of court and sentence 
him to the penitentiary for two years. 
It is further agreed that before the ex­ 
piration of his sentence the governor 
will pardon him out and thus save him 
his citizenship. 


Missouri Crops Above Average. 
Mexico, Mo., June 15.—Rain began 
falling in this part of Missouri yester­ 
day. The corn Is clean and In excellent 
condition, but was beginning to suffer 
from lack of moisture. The oats crop 
is good, but w heat and grass are a lit­ 
tle short. Taking everything Into con­ 
sideration the farm ers feel very hope­ 
ful of reaping crops this year above the 
average. 


For Open Agitation. 
New York, June 15.—Arrangements 
are being made for the convention of 
delegates from the societies of Irish na­ 
tionalists in every city in the United 
States and Canada to lay the basis for 
an open agitation against English rule 
in Ireland, which will be held under the 
auspices of the Irish National League 
in a few weeks. 


Con cl eng man Heniann Better. 
Vandalia, 111., June 15 —Congressman 
Rem ann’s condition has slightly im­ 
proved during the past twenty-four' 
hours. His mind is clearer and he was 
able to recognize and speak to the phy­ 
sicians. He is still unable to take nour­ 
ishment. 
W hile his condition is still 
critical Drs. Hughes and H ailer have 
not given up all hopes. 


ITOWN LAID WASTE 
BY A BID BLAZE 


BRIDGEPORT OHIO SEVERELY 
SCORCHED THIS MORNING

Elkins, W. Va., June 15.—Nearly all 
the tim ber on the Crawford, H art and 
H arrison tracts has been destroyed by 
forest fires and 500 acres of the Golf 
tract, part of 7,000 acres for which Ma­ 
tte & McClure recently paid $300,000, are 
a total loss. A t this time great volumes 
of smoke can be seen on the west side 
of Rich mountain In the vicinity of the 
Curtis and Skidmore settlem ents, which 
it is feared are being destroyed. Com­ 
munication with the burning region Is 
eiUirelv cut off. 
Chicago Warehouse Barns. 
Chicago, 
June 
15.—The 
Oakland 
warehouse, & three-story brick building 
extending from No. 159 to No. 163 39th 
street, was burned out last evening a t 
IO o’clock. The loss on the building and 
the household goods stored in It will 
be practically complete. 
The building 
was worth $20,000 and was insured for 
$12,000. The value of the articles stored 
in the building is variously estimated 
and is probably about $75,000. 
Attempted Arson In Chicago.

teum pt to burn a house in which thirty- 
three persons were asleep was made at 
No. 47 North Peoria street about 12:20 
o’clock yesterday morning. 
The fire 
was discovered before it had made much 
headway. It is not known who started 
the fire, but the police are trying to find 
put.

CARLISLE AT LOUISVILLE. 


The Secretary of the 
Treasury Talks 
Against Silver. 
Louisville, Ky.. June lo.—Secretary 
Carlisle last evening made an address 
on the currency question. He repeated 
his argum ent that the undervalued m et­ 
al would be driven out of the country 
by the adoption of a bimetallic system, 
and at some length paid attention to 
the claims that the fall in the price of 
silver was due to its demonetization. 
He said: “It is insisted th a t the fall in 
the price of silver is attributable to the 
legislation 
in 
Germany, the United 
States. Fiance and various other coun­ 
tries dhring and since the year 1873, and 
most illogically it is also Insisted th at 
notw ithstanding the reduced price of 
that metal 
is the 
result of the un­ 
friendly action of a great many govern­ 
ments acting in concert and with a set­ 
tled purpose, the United States alone 
can restore 
the value of silver. 
Of 
course 
if it required 
the 
action of 
twelve or thirteen different governments 
to bring the price of silver to its pres­ 
ent state it would seem quite clear th at 
no one of them alone could restore it. 
The fall in the price of silver was not 
due to the legislation complained of but 
to an enormous overproduction. While 
the farm ers and other producers are 
struggling to live com fortably and meet 
their obligations, owners of silver mines 
have accumulated enormous fortunes. 
T hat the fiat of the government does 
not make money was illustrated by the 
history of the trade dollar. W hat hap­ 
pened to the trade dollar would be ex­ 
actly w hat would happen to all other 
silver dollars 
if free 
and unlimited 
coinage was adopted.” 


FOURTEEN KILLED. 


Terrible Accident to Mourners at aa 
Anet! tan Funeral. 
Vienna, June 15.—Seventy people gath­ 
ered yesterday in the death cham ber of 
a young man at Rovigno, on the west 
coast of Istria, on the Adriatic Sea. The 
flooring of the cham ber collapsed, and 
all fell to the ground floor, and thence 
into a deep cellar. 
The walls of the 
house fell on top of the unfortunate vic­ 
tims. The inhabitants of the town hur­ 
ried to the spot, and the fire brigade 
was called out, and the soldiers in the 
town rushed to the scene. 
All united 
In efforts to remove the debris. 
This 
being done, revealed the fact th at four­ 
teen of the m ourners had been killed 
and thirty had been injured. The young 
woman who had been the fiance of the 
deceased man was found dead in the 
ruins in a position close to the coffin. 


Charged with Killing His Father. 
New 
York, 
June 15.—Charles W. 
Henry, a retired m erchant and a man 
of wealth, was found dead in his home, 
No. 95 South Portland avenue, Brook­ 
lyn, last evening. 
Mr. Henry, who is 
72 years old, lived alone in his nowise. 
He had two sons, W alter Henry, who, 
with his wife, lives in Flatbush, and 
William Henry, who, on account of his 
dissolute habits, had been disowned by 
his father. They had frequent quarrels. 
Neighbors living across the street from 
the father’s house say they have seen 
William 
Henry hanging 
around the 
house several times of late. The police 
arrested him on the charge of m urder­ 
ing his father.

CALLED BY DEATH 


THE END CAUS WITHOUT WAR­ 
NING LAST NIGHT. 


He Retired About i i O’clock and W as 
Seen Peacefully Sleeping By His 
Daughter at i O’clock a. rn., Bot 
W as Found Lifeless By His Wife 
at 6—Sketch of His Life. 
Upon the forehead of Dr. Henry 
Palmer, the blighting hand of death 
was laid at I o’clock this morning,and 
the grim reaper, who had scores of 
times been balked by the knowledge 
and skill of his present victim, was 
victorious at last. 
Death came like sleep and his long 
and eventful life came to an end as 
peacefully as it had begun on the lit­ 
tle New York farm, sixty-eight years 
before. 
I. he announcement of the doctor’s 
demise came like a shock to Janesville 
people this morning, for it was as 
audden as it was unexpected. 
For 
many 
years 
it 
had 
been 
bis 
custom, 
owing 
to 
the 
frequency 
of 
the 
night 
calls, to sleep in a room by himself. 
This room was off of the dining room 
and as a means of resting his busy 
brain, he would lie on the bed before 
retiring and read until the perplexing 
problems that were always busying 
Ids powerful intellect, faded away and 
be 
became tired enough to go to 
sleep.

Following Mb usual custom, when 
be came home at 11 o’clock last night, 
Dr. Palmer retired to his room and 
picked up his paper. 
He lay on his 
right side, his usual position and after 
perusing the news of the day turned 
on his left side and closed his eyes. 
His daughter, who had been attend­ 
ing the Alumni banquet came home 
a t I o’clock, at which time her father 
appeared to be sleeping peacefully. 
At 6 o'clock this morning Mrs. Palmer 
entered her husband’s room and found 
bim lifeless in his bed; and when Dr. 
W. H. Palmer arrived, he was of the 
opinion that his father had breathed 
bis last soon after I o’clock, and prob­ 
ably within a few minutes of the time 
a t which his daughter took the last 
look a him while his powerful nature 
was still animated by the spirit. Then 
came the 
announcement of 
his 
death, which ran from mouth to 
mouth with the rapidity of lightning 
sending a shaft of pain into many I 
boart that was already overflowing 
with 
gratefulness for some great 
service, either personal or profes­ 
sional.

Dr. Palmer had not been enjoying 
bis usual health for some time past. 
Some months ago he had been sudden­ 
ly stricken and upon his reeoveiy 
took a short trip to Europe, but soon 
returned to his duties.

Attack he had been frequently both­ 
ered with heart trouble but with 
Almost only his iron will to draw up 
on, he continued to work, night an i 
day, making rest and recreation sec­ 
ondary to herocio bedside service and 
tbs mind-trying work of the surgeon 
For the last two or three days he had 
been troubled much with the organs 
of respiration but had refused to give 
up and admit that he was UL 
Thus did a brave and eventful life 
go out, faithful to his conscience and 
to his profession to the, very moment 
when the last call came, and the final 
trip was made.

Henry Palmer was born at New 
New Hartford, Oneida County, New 
York, on July 30, 1827, ann was, 
therefore nearly sixty-eight years of 
Age, at the time of his death. 
He 
was the son of Ephraim and Aba jgail 
(Brown) Palmer and was a descendant 
from English Puritan and Scotch an­ 
cestors. 
On his fathers side he was a 
lineal descendant from Walter Pal­ 
mer who emigrated to this country 
from London, England, settling at 
Charleston, Mass., in 1G29. The Une 
of descent of the Palmer family to 
which the doctor belonged was as fol­ 
lows; From Walter, the founder of 
the American family, through Gresh- 
ham, George, the Rev. Christopher, 
who settled in Madison County, New 
Yolk, in 1870, Christopher Jr., and 
Ephraim the father of the doctor. 
His mother was born > a t Brookfield, 
Madison county, N. t i , and Was 
descended from an old New England, 
iamUy. 
Ephraim Palmer was 
a 
farmer by occupation and in 1857 re­ 
moved from New Yotk to Edgerton, 
Wis., where he resided until 1844, 
when he became a resident of Janes­ 
ville and made that city his home 
until his death, which cccurred in 
188G at the advanced age of eighty- 
nine years. 
Mrs. Palmer, the mother 


of the doctor, died at Edgerton in 
1863. 
Dr. Palmer spent his early life on 
his father’s farm in New York state, 
and received Ms primary education in 
the district school. 
When nineteen 
years of age he became a student in 
the Whitestown and Cazanovia semi­ 
naries, and subsequently entered on a 
course of teaching by which he saved 
the money to defray the expenses of 
his early medical studies. On attain­ 
ing his majority he found his health 
seriously impaired, and with the hope 
of recovery, he took passage on a ves­ 
sel whish accompanied the Grinnell 
Arctic expedition of 1849, spending 
six months 
in 
a 
cruise in the 
Arctic 
region, 
touching 
at 
various points in Greenland and Hud­ 
son Bay. 
In 1851, having recovered 
his health, he engaged in the study of 
medicine under the preceptorship of 
Doctors Marsh and Armsby of Albany, 
N. Y., who, at the time, were eminent 
physicians in that city and professors 
in the Albany Medical college. 
G raduated In 1854. 
In 1854 Dr. Palmer graduated from 
that institution, and with such high 
standing that he was at once appointed 
resident surgeon of the Marshall In- 


goon General Barnes of the United 
States army. In August, 1864, his 
health 
having become impaired by 
overwork, he tendered his resignation, 
but received, instead of U b acceptance, 
only a leave of absence. The general 
in command forwarded'the resignation 
to the war department, endorsing it 
with the request that leave of absence 
for sufficient time to recruit his health 
be granted, as the good of the service 
demanded that he be retained. 
He 
then took a rest pf a month or so and 
returned to his post.

In th 9 fall of the same J ear the doc­ 
tor was appointed medical inspector of 
the Eighth Army Corps, with headquar­ 
ters at Baltimore, which position he 
held until June, 1865, when he was 
ordered to take charge of Camp Doug­ 
las, Chicago, and close up the affairs 
of the hospital. 
Having performed 
that duty, he was mustered out on Oc­ 
tober 7, 1865, aud for faithful and 
meritorious services, which was fre­ 
quently brought to the notice of the 
war department, he was appointed 
lieutenant colonel by brevet, by Presi­ 
dent Johnson, March 13, 1866, the 
rank to date from March 13, 18o5.

Shortly after the breaking out of 
the late war, in 1861, Dr. Palmer was

ing preferment, on April 4, 1862. he 
was appointed by President Lincoln 
to the position of brigade surgeon and 
assigned to the famous "Iron Brig­ 
ade.” Subsequently he was stationed 
at York, Pa., where the construction 
and superintendency of the largest 
hospital in the United States was 
placed in hie hands. 
Mrs. Dorothy 
L. Dix, a distinguished hospital nurse, 
who was appointed superintendent 
of 
hospital 
nurses 
by 
special 
aet 
of 
congress, 
pronounced this hospital, as conducted 
by Dr. Palmer, the best in the United 
States. 
When the confederate Gen­ 
eral Early, made his bold raid into 
Pennsylvania in the summer of 1863, 
he made an attack upon York with the 
idea of capturing the supplies and 
taking convalescent prisoners.

Palmer renewed his ju d ic e at Janes 
vil’e which he pursued without inter 
ruption until 1877, when he gratified 
a long cherished desire and visited 
Europe. 
He left Janesville in May 
and returned in August having visited 
many cities in the old country. 


W as In th e Turco^Rnsslan War. 
The war between Russia and Tur­ 
key was then in prepress and the 
doctor had an opportunity of inspect­ 
ing the Russian hospitals 
He was 
with the Russian army at Bucharest, 
through Roumania, when it crossed 
the Danube, aud also witnessed the 
engagement th at resulted in the down­ 
fall of Plevna. 
He also visited the 
chief art galleries of Europe, and on 
his return brought with him one of 
the finest art collections to be found. 
in Southern Wisconsin. While in the 
old countries he wrote a number of 
intel es ting 
and 
graphic 
letters 
descriptions of what he saw abroad 
which were published in The Janes­ 
ville Gazette and received with inter­ 
est and pleasure by the public. 
Not­ 
withstanding his ardurous duties, the 
doctor also found time to prepare a 
lecture describing his journeys and 
especially noted the habits and cus­ 
toms of. the people of Roumania, 
Turkey and that portion of Europe. 
This lecture was first delivered in 
Janesville in August 1877 to an audi­ 
ence of over 1,000 people and was 
afterwards delivered in many other 
cities by special request and always 
without charge.

Dr. Palmer, who was in command 
of the post, at once armed all the con­ 
valescent patients, several hundred in 
number, and offered 6uch gallant re­ 
sistance,

It was at this time that 
the doctor was taken prisoner, but 
during the battle of Gettysburg, which 
occurred a few days later, he suc­ 
ceeded in makirg his escape and at 
once resumed his command of New 
York Post aud the hospital where he 
was soon busily engaged in caring 
for the wounded from Gettysburg’s 
bloody field. 
In 1864 the rebel general Gilmore 
made a raid into Maryland and Penn 
Sylvania, threatening to visit York.. 
Appreciating the necessity of prompt 
action and the importance of protect­ 
ing the railways, Dr. Palmer armed 
his convalescents, organized a force 
of several hundred 
citizens, 
with

The doctor and*his wife, together 
with their children, were members of 
the Baptist church of Janesville.

Lis extensive practice, he 
had found time to interest himself in 
various local enterprises of 
impor­ 
tance, and had exhibited much public 
spirit in the encouragement of all 
efforts to develop the material re 
sources of 
the city and county. 
He was one of 
the 
organizers 
of the cotton manufacturing indus­ 
tries in Janesville and served ss presi­ 
dent of the cotton mill company for 
many years.

he had 
served as pi esident of the Merchants 
A Mechanics Savings bank. 
He was 
also interested in the Janesville Pick­ 
ling Company, the V isconsin Shoe 
Company and many other local enter­ 
prises as well as in the Oakwood Re­ 
treat Association at Lake Geneva, of 
which association he has served as 
president.
